Detective 
McGarry, who was running the peep-hole ar- 
rangemei.ts, had intended to gradually scrape 
away the plaster until the wet stain would 
show sufficiently to not astonish the folks be- 
low if a little bit of plaster fell. An accident 
spoiled this plan—an accident. which threat- 
ened to spoil all the detectives’ plans, but 
which good luck subsequently turned to their 
ad vantage.

PLENTY OF BAD WEATHER IS ON THE 
SOHEDULE FOR TODAY. 


Gale Is Promised and Snow Enough to 
Make Pedestrians Uncomfortabie=Ther- 
mometer Will Again Fall Below Zero 
Trains Delayed Yesterday~Many Cases 
of Destitution Exist in the City and 
Elsewhere- Weather News from Other 
Potnts. 

This is what will happen today—in the way 
of weather: 

Some time before noon the wind will shift 
from northeast to northwest and then the 
thermometer, which stood steadily at 5° 
above zero all day yesterday, will drop to 4° 
below, and continue falling until it will 


probably reach as low as 15°. At the same 
time with the shift of wind will 
come added velocity. At 2 o' clock 


yesterday, when the real storm struck the 
city, the wind was blowing sixteen miles an 
hour. It increased to thirty-six, and just 
about 6 o’clock reached forty-two miles an 
hour. Today it will tear through the city at 
a sixty-mile an hour gait. Ten inches of snow 
fell yesterday, and not less than five more 
are in sight. 

Blockade signals were ordered yesterday 
for Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Nevada, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, and In- 
diana. The intense cold wave will remain in 
this neighborhood for at least two days. 

This storm is the most phenomenal the ob- 
servers at the Weather Bureau have seen for 
a long time. It was caught in time to send 
out blizzard signals all over the Northwest 


country. 
Cause of the Storm. 


The storm was due to an exceedingly high 
area which developed in the far Northwest. 
It was observed early Tuesdgy. Last night 
it was central over Qu’Appelle at the extraor- 
dinary height of 31.32 inches, and witha 
temperature of —30’. It hurled itself with a 
furious northwest wind down the Missouri 
Valley, carrying the low temperature with it 
so that the north boundary of Texas had 
yesterday a temperature of —4°, or 9° lower 
than Chicago. In Colorado in twenty-four 
hours the temperature fell from 46° above to 
4° below. 

In the Northwest last night the following 
temperatures were observed: Williston, N. 
D., —26°; Havre, Mont., —24°; Bismarck, 
N. D., —22°; St. Vincent, Minn., —22; 
Miles City, Mont., —18°; Moorehead, Minn., 
—16°; Denver, Colo,, —4’. 

Yesterday it was blowy, snowy, and cold all 
at the same time. The snow was just like 
white meal—just such snow as falls in Mani- 
toba. It drifted readily, and on many streets 
there ‘were piles of snow hip high on one 
side while on the other the walks were bare. 
The wind kept on howling in the evening, and 
nearly everybody except cabmen, policemen, 
and reporters staid home. 

Trouble in Traffic. 

All the main lines of the cabie and electric 
roads ran fairly on time, but as the storm in- 
creased fewer cars and more snowplows and 
sweepers were ran. On the cross-town lines 
and horse car lines the delays were greater. 
Ail lines coming into the city carried a small 
number of passengers. 

The South Side railway company moves its 
cables for five minutes every half hour at 
night to prevent freezing up of guide wheels, 
and all roads were prepared to run cables all 
night u the storm continued. Orders were 


going all night and to run plows and sweep- 
ers. At all curves and where it is necessary 
to drop cables gangs of men were stationed 
to shove the cars along. After 6.o'clock few 
teams were seen on the streets.

CASES OF DESTITUTION IN CHICAGO. 


Cold Weather and Wind Make the Trouble 
All the Harder to Bear. 

There are many cases of destitution. in Chi- 
cago and the bad weather makes their condi- 
tion more unbearable. Most of the cases 
which have been reported in Tue Trispune have 
been relieved, though there is much work yet 
to be done. 

Mrs. Ca herine Mangan lives in the base- 
ment at No. 2226 La Salle street with four 
children and nothing to provide for their 
wants. There wasn’taspark of fire in the 
house yesterday and the little ones cried from 
the cold. They are: Michael, age 12; Lily, 
age 9; Catherine, age 6; and John, age 2. The 
father died a year ago last August and since 
then the mother has taken in washing. She 
has had little to do since the weather became 
cold and during the last two weeks has earned 
only 50 cents. John, the baby, is at death’s 
door with pneumonia with no doctor to pre- 
ecribe for him. The snow drifted through 
the cracks in the door and nearly covered the 
uncarpeted floor in the hallway. The neigh- 
bors are almost as destitute as the Mangans. 

Diphtheria and destitution are in the home 
Thomas Martin, No. 5 Paulina place. Two 
small children are sick and there is not med- 
icine to properly treat them. One of the 
children died Saturday in the carriage of 
Dr. A. M. Stout while being taken to 
the County Hospital. Sinee then Dr. 
Stout has been looking after the other 
two children, but he says they need con- 
stant care which they cannot get at home. 
The father has had employment at the plumb 
ing trade, but injured one hand two weeks 
ago. The City Health Department has an 
ambulance for smalipox patients, but will 
not permit it to be used in case of other con- 
tagious diseases. Dr. Stout said yesterday it 
was more important to have means for hand- 
ling diphtheria cases expeditiously than any 
other disease, it is so quick in its effect.

BLIZZARD SWEEPS EANSAS PRAIRIES, 


Snow and Sand Stop the Progress of Rall 
way Trains at Many Poluts. 

Wicurra, Kas., Feb. .—[Special.]—People 
who have lived here for twenty years eay they 
have never before known such bad weather as 
has been experienced today. At 7 o'clock 
this morning the thermometer was 26° above 
zero; tonight it is 8° below, with the wind 
blowing thirty-five miles an hour. A gale 
from the north has been raging all day 
and sand and frozen snow have been so thick 
in the air as to almost preclude walking. Re- 
ports from exposed villages on the prairies 
say the blizzard is terrific and that the suffer- 
ing among the settlers must be intense. The 
wind is impeding railroad travel and drifted 
snow has stalled a passenger train on the 
Wichita and Western. The Santa Fé branch 
running south from Emporia is blocked by 
sand. 

It is estimated at least 800 families in the 
Counties of Cheyenne, Rawlins, Sherman, 
and Thomas are without fuel. A majority of 
the farmers are scantily clothed, and while 
the sod houses in which most of them live are 
warm the storm if long continued will cause 
great suffering. Fodder is likewise scarce, 
and consequent loss to vattle must follow. 
Measures of relief adopted by the Legislature 
will immediately be put into effect. 

Anmens, Kas, Feb. 6.—(Special. }]—An- 
other blizzard is sweeping over Central Kan- 
sas accompanied with a sand-storm. Mrs. 
Rufner, a woman living alone, was found 
dead at her house, ten miles south, frozen to 
death. 

Inpgerenpence, Kas., Feb. 6.—The Missouri 
Pacific passenger train from Kansas City due 
here at 5:30 p. m. is stalled in a snowdrift 
between Vernon and Yates Center, fifty miles 
north of here, with prospects of sticking there 
for twenty-four hours. All Missouri Pacific 
through freights on this division were aband- 
oned today. 

Gururisz, Ok., Feb. 6.—The worst blizzard 
for years struck here this morning. The wind 
is now blowing a. Hurricane. Intense cold 
prevails throughout the Territory and there is 
much suffering. 


NEBRASKA ISSWEPT BY SNOW ANDSAND 


Reports Show the Blizzard Causes Much 
Suffering at All Points. 

Omana, .Neb., Feb. 6.—[Special.|—Tho 
greatest blizzard of the winter ‘prevails in 
Nebraska tonight. Snow and sand fill the 
air and the mercury is 16° below zero and 
falling steadily. All the public schools were 
closed in the afternoon and children ordered 
to remain at home. The wind velocities have 
been from forty-six to sixty miles an hour 
during the day. The Associated Charities 
has been kept busy all day supplying 
demands for fuel. It is thought many poor 
people, too proud to ask for assistance, are 
suffering all over .Nebraska...No , 
train over any of the roads came in on time, 
aud reports to the heads of the operating de- 
partments of the Burlington, Union Pacific,and 
Elkhorn sent down the hopes of the officials. 
More trouble was experienced from drifting 
sand than the cold. Beatrice sent word it 
was snowing and blowing hard; Columbus 
announced the same condition, while Fremony 
telegraphed a strong north wind was drifting 
the snow and sand in ridges along the tracks, 
making it impossible for trains to travel 
more than fifteen miles an hour.

IS THE COLDEST DAY IN FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Low Temperature All Over New York 
and New Eutland. 

Nuw York, Feb. 6.—([Special.]—This was 
the coldest day in New York and vicinity in 
fifteen years. The temperature reached low 
mark early this morning, registering 3° 
below zero. Only three days colder than to- 
day are known in the history of the observing 
station, which was established twenty-five 


years ago. The degree of cold was 
the more remarkable on account of 
a high northwesterly wind with 


a velocity varying from twenty-four to 
thirty-four miles an hour. The Chicago mail 
due at the general postoffice at 6:30 a. m.

Chris Mamer, who 
is chief clerk to Mr. Knopf, was sick and did 
not intend to be at the office yesterday, but 
when he was told of the robbery he hurried to 
the office, examined the vault, and then re- 
ported the matter to Inspector Shea. The 
latter at once detailed Policemen Murnane 
and McKeough on the case. 


Door Left Unlocked, 
The combination of the vault was known 


only to Mr. Mamer, Cashier Juul, his assist. 


ant, Mr. Householder, and R. W. McNally, 
the bookkeeper. As the lock was not broken, 
the detectives were satisfied that the door had 
not been locked Tuesday evening, but that it 
had been simply closed ard the bolts thrown. 
Ferdinand Housefeldt, the watchman who is 
employed to guard the office during the night, 
could throw no light on the robbery. He 
said no one had gone near the vault during 
the night, and that he had heard no noise 


such as would necessarily have been made 


by the forcing open of the tin cash box, Tues- 
day evening four clerks employed by the ab- 
stract companies of Handy & Co. and Had- 
dock, Vallette & Rickards were working in 
the County Clerk’s office until after 9 o’clock. 
They were busy at their desks all the evening, 
Watchman Housefeldt says, and none of them 
went near the vault. Housefeldt also says he 
made four rounds of the offices during the 
night and that each time he passed the door 
of the vault and that it was closed and seem- 
ingly locked. He was on duty until 7 o’clock 
in the morning, when he gave way to tha 
scrubwomen, and when he left he says every- 
thing was in order. The scrubwomen were 
not in the room more than half an hour, It 
is after they left and before Mr. Householder 
came that the detectives think the robbery 


was committed. 
Thieves Knew the Office, 


That the thieves were familiar with the 
office is shown by the way the work was done, 
Nothing in the office or in the vault was dis- 
turbed with the exception of the tin box in 
which the day’s receipts were kept. This was 
a strongly made box of japanned tin and was 
fitted with a lock, the only key of which 
Cashier Juul keeps. The box was broken 
open, the lock being forced off, and to do this 
the thieves must have made considerable 


noise. This makes the police think the rob- 


bery was committed in the hour that the office 
was deserted. 

The detectives working on the case say they 
are sure none of the men employed in the 
office took the money. They say it was some 
thief who had made himself familiar with the 
work of the office. Cashier Juul is opposed 
to any publicity being given the robbery.

ISSUANCE OF LAND PATENTS POSTPONED 


Central Pacific May Have Some of Its Se- 
lections Set Aside. 
Wasutreton, D. C., Feb. 6.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has decided that the lands em- 
braced in a list of 183,501 acres selected by 
the Central Pacific railroad are within a 
clearly defined mineral belt and has accord- 
ingly postponed issuance uf patents pending 
publication of notice.

THINKS THE INTEREST RATE TOO HIGH. 


Why the President Hesitates in Regard to 
the Bond Issue. 


Wenmdrox, D. C., Feb. 6.—It seems now 
to be settled that no announcement of an- 
other bond loan will be made until tomorrow 
night or later, when the House will have 
voted on the pending administration bill. 
Messrs. Morgan and Belmont of New 
York, who have been here duri the 
last several days in consultation 
with the officials on the bond ques- 
tion, have returned home, and, it is 
believed, without: any positive knowl 43 
to what the administration would do, 
observers, however, are of the opinion that 
these gentlemen, on behalf of their London 
clients, made the President a definite offer to 

the whole $100,000,000, but at a 
interest considerably in excess 
per cent if not as high 

as 3836. It is this high rate 
demanded that causes the President to hesi- 
tate. It is well known that he is disposed to 
delay matters in the hope of Congressional 
action.

All Spoils Governments Failures. 


John H. Hamline spoke generally of the 
needs for civil service in the administration 
of the governments of American cities, which 
as at present administered were all failures. 
It was practically the same speech he deliv- 
ered before the House committee. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hamline’s address 
he wa’ interrogated in respect to the provis- 
ions of the bill by Senators Coon, Craig, and 
others. In replymg he brought. out the 
fact that he was already a member of 
a civil eervice commigsi appointed. by 
Mayor Hopkins and that it had withstood the 
demand for the dismissal of Policeman Mul- 
laney. At4:30 the meeting adjourned on 
motion of Senator Green, 

Mr. Ela after the meeting expressed the de- 
sire that the Senate Judiciary would hold an 
early special meeting to give the Chicago del- 

tion another opportaniy to de heard. 
Chairman Berry said it ‘was impossible to 
have another session before the regular meet- 
ing Wednesday next.

House Committee Hears Arguments, 


The House Committee on State and Munic- 
ipal Civil Service Reform held a meeting in 

presentative Hall this afternoon. Besides 
the members of the committee a large num- 
ber of the other members of the House were 
present and listened with marked interest to 
the arguments in favor of the measure. John 
H. Hamline, President of the Union League 
club of ny; was the first speaker ‘iatro- 
duced by Chairman Cochran. He said in 
substance: 

Gentlemen of the Committee: Most of you are 
aware, I am satisfied, that the first tast and trial 
of the value of our republican. institu and 
of their permanency falls first upon the cities. 
It is there where the first great problems of gov- 
ernment are encountered and have to be worked 
out; and we take it for granted that while we are 
citizens of Chicago we are citizens of tlie. State, 
and that citizens of the State are just. as much in- 
terested in our weal and wee as we ourselves can 
be. Institutions that have been adopted will not 
of themselves confer good government upon the 
people.

REGULATION OF ELEVATED RAILROADS, 


Senator Crawford’s Measure and Its Scope 
New Senate Bills. 

Sr Narr d, III., Feb. 6.—The Senate was 
in session barely an hour this morning. Sena- 
tor Higbee’s bill amending the act relating to 
wills was passed by unanimous vote. The 
bill simply reduces the tue for contests 
from three to two years after they have been 
probated. Senator Littler’s resolution in re- 
gard to the Iliinois Central railroad was the 
special order. He said before introducing it 
he had sought information from the State 
Auditor and the Governor, Though the latter 
is an official of the road he told nothing. He 
asked the resolution be printed and referred 
to the Committee on Railroads, which was 
ordered, 

Senator Crawford introduced two bilis of 
importance to the City of Chicago, as they 
concern the law regulating surface and ele- 
vated railroad lines. The first bill is “an 
act concern elevated railroads and to regu- 
late the same. It is proposed to supply a de- 
ficiency in the statutes, there being no law on 
the books specifically regulating an elevated 
railroad. Among the provisions are: 

Limiting business to the carriage of passengers 
only, their ordinary baggage, the United States 
mail, and small parcels; provides they shail: be 
elevated not less than fourteen feet above the 
surface of any street or alley wiiich they cross; 
provides they shall not locate upon or across any 
street or alley without consent of the corporate 
authorities of cities and villages or consent 
of the Board of Highways in towns outside 
of the city or village. and no such consent shall 
be granted except on petition of abutting land- 
owners, and preserves the rights of the abutting 
land-owners, requiring the majority of the front- 
age to be signed foreach mile or fraction of a 
mile. The presentation of such land-owners’ 
petition is condition precedent to any grant, and 
without the petition the grant is void and any 
corporation may be enjoined from acting upon 
movi yg void grantat suit of any abutting land- 
owners; it preserves the rights of the public in 
the streets; provides elevated railroads shail not 
cross each other at grade, and provides they may 
contract with each other forthe use of their 
tracks, and that they may be operated by cable, 
electric, steam locomotive, or such other motive 
power as maybe authorised by the corporate 
authorities. 

The other is an act concerning street rail- 
roads. It is drawn after the terms of the 
horse 4nd dummy act and in reality takes its 
piace and proposes its repeal. It preserves 
the rights of abuttmg land-owners as they 
now exist in streets and alleys and makes the 
presentation of the land-owners’ petition a 
condition precedent to the corporate author- 
ities granting the right to any street railroad 
to occupy any portion of the streets, and 
makes the grant void if such petition of land- 
owners is not presented. It preserves the 
rights of the public in streets and provides 
the consent of the Board of Commissioners of 
* shall be obtained outside of cities 
and villages instead of the consent of the 
County Board, as heretofore. 

Senator Brands introduced a bill to provide 
for the establishment and maintenance under 
State supervision of a laboratory for the pur- 
pose of cultivating and propagating anti- 
toxine serum for the cure of dipntheria. It 

rovides for the incorporation of such a State 

aboratory, which shall furnish pure anti- 
toxine serum for the use of legally practicing 
physicians of the State; that the site for the 
building be selected by the State Board of 
Health, and that $26,500 be appropriated to 
defray the vost of it.

QUESTIONS ON THE MILITARY BILL. 


Many Legisiators Want to Know Facts 
Coacerning Need of Some Item«, 
SprinGFigcD, III., Feb, 6.—([Special. ]—The 
military appropriation bill passed by the Sen- 
ate is still in the committee of the House, It 
will not receive favorable report until some 
of the items therein contained are explained, 
The amount involved is something over 
$350,000. The total appropriations to be 
asked of this Legislature are said to be 
$2,000,000 in excess of the amount raised by 
the iast tax levy. The Republicans. have 
agreed to hold the appropriations down to the 
lowest possible flgure. Among the items in 
the military bill is one of $16,791 for trans- 
portation, horses, etc. The committee will 
want to know how much of this, if any, was 
paid to railroads who hauled troops along 
their own lines for the protection of their own 
property. There is an item also of 2 
ments and uniforms, $80,000, of which 545, 
000 is said to be for overcoats. These cannot 
be made and delivered to the troops before 
July. Some of the Republicans believe this 
item should be in the regular military bill, 
and not in this emergency measure. eis 
no question but the Legislature will make the 
appropriation of $200,000 for the pay of the 
— and $6,000 for interest on the pay 
rolls. a 


TO VISIT ALL STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


Senate Committee te Begin Soon Plan to 
Reduce Roadways. 

Sprinerietp, III., Feb. 6.—The Senate 
Committee on State Charitable Institutions 
met to organize this morning.

WHERE T HE ILLINOIS MEN FOUGHT. 


Commiss on! Locates the Points Occupied 
During Great Battles. 
Sprinerizetp, III., Feb. 6.—The commis- 
sion appointed by Gov. Altgeld to locate the 
positions of the Illinois troops in the battles of 
Chickamauga and Chattunooga has submitted 
its report. The commission met on the bat- 
tlefield and remained atout ten days in com- 
pany with Gen, A. P. Stewart and Gen. J. S. 
Fullerton of the National Commission and 
Gen. H. V. Boynton, historian of the com- 
mission. Each member of the commission 
served in. the battles, and they lo- 
cated ninety-two different Illinois regiments 
and batteries of Chickamauga, Missionary 
Ridge. Lookout Mountain, 
The report quotes the cost of placing monu- 
ments erected by Minnesota, New York, and 
other States. The commission believes the 
people of Iilinois will cheerfully bear any 
proper expense to honor the heroes of Illinois 
engaged in the battles named, equally with 
those of other States that have and will erect 
monuments to mark the position. of their 
troops. The following appropriations. are 
recommended: For ninety-two granite monu- 
ments, $57,400; for 100 marking slabs, 
$5,000; for expenses of the commission, 
$5,000. By a recent national law the na- 
tional park will be dedicated next September, 
The commission urges this General Assembly 
to take action, that the monuments may be in 
position at that time. Senator Palmer and 
Maj. Buford were the only two members not 

present at the meeting.

A VICIOUS POLICE BILL. 

There was introduced in the Illinois House 
of Representatives Tuesday a bill for the reg- 
ulation of police matters in this and other 
cities. It may be in all respects satisfactory 
to the patrolmen and their officers, at whose 
instance it was prepared, but it is not ‘satis- 
factory to those who desire an honest and 
efficient administration of police affairs. 5 

This bill proposes to place the control of 
the police force of each city in the hands of 
three Commissioners, who are to be appoint- 
ed bya majority of the Circuit, Superior, 
Probate, and County Courts of the county. 
This is an exceedingly objectionable feature. 
The less the Judges have to do with matters 
outside of their reguiar business the better 
for them and for the community. It was sup- 
posed that to intrust them with the selection 
of Justices of the Peace, men in their own 
line of business, who peddle out justice on a 
small scale, would work well, but it has 
not. If they are empowered to choose ex- 
ecutive officers they will do still worse, es- 
pecially when those offices have patronage at- 
tached to them. } 

No two of these three Commissioners must 
belong to the same political party and at all 
times one of said Commissionere shall be 
non-partisan in polities.”” A “partisan in 
polities’ isa mar who is passionately and 
violently devoted to the cause of some one 
party; so much devoted thereto that his judg- 
ment is apt to be biased where the interests 
of that party are or may be concerned. A 
non-partisan may be assumed, therefore, to 
be a person who, while attached to the gen- 
eral principles of some political organization, 
is nota blinded and bigoted member of it 
and who does not say “my party, right or 
wrong.” It it is a good thing to have one 
non-partisan member on the board why is it 
not better to have three instead of providing 
for the selection of two partisans who may 
belong to the same party, to manage the 
police of a great municipality? Is it assumed 
by the framers of the bill that one non- 
partisan will rule a board of three? If so 
they are in error. 

These three Conimissiiners are to be in- 
vested with full police powers. The Mayor is 
to have none. The Commissioners are to ap- 
point whomsoever they please. They are to 
dismiss any man they choose, only he is to 
have a “fair trial, or what they call such, 
but he is to have an appeal to the Circuit 
Court. This appeal provision is rubbish, 
There was such a provision under the old 
charter. It never benefited the patrolman or 
added to the efficiency of the force, 

Experience with boards in other cities as 
well as this has shown what will happen if 
the Chicago police force is handed over to 
three Commissioners. Two of the members 
—they may be of the same party or they may 
belong to different parties—will make a pri- 
vate bargain speedily, and will agree to divide 
everything which is divisible, First they will 
divide the patronage. Each will be entitied 
to the appointment of so many men and so 
many officers. The third member, possibly 
the non-partisan one, will get nothing. Pres- 
ently the two ruling members of the board 
will begin to dabble in corruption and, grow- 
ing bolder, will plunge headlong into it as they 
did in New York, regardless of politics, 


When the chiefs begin stealing subordinates 


are not slow in following suit. The entire 
force will be demoralized rapidly. 

When board government is not partisan or 
corrupt or both, it is generally inefficient. 
Discipline is lax. Each Commissioner is 
looking out for the interests of his pets. They 
are not punished, no matter what they do. 
Trials degenerate into a farce, as they did 
under the board which was created for this 
city a third of a century ago. A superintend.- 
ent had to keep on good terms with the rul- 
ing faction of the board. He had to act with 
one eye on his duty and the other on the men 
who could dismiss him. 

Then this interesting bill proceeds to inter- 
fere with the power of the Council to regulate 
salaries by fixing the minimum pay of offi. 
cers and men. A Superintendent of Police 
must not be paid jess than $5,500, a Captain 
less than $2,000, or a patrolman of the first ) 
class less than $1,000. It is evident that the 
policemen are afraid that this year or next 
year, or some other year when times are hard 
and wages are being cut by private employ- 
ers, an economic reform Council may be 
elected which will cut their salaries dowr. 
They prevented its bemg done last year when 
it ought to have been done, They propose 
now to have the Legisiature come to their 
aid by this minimum salary law. This should 
not be allowed. The power of the Council to 
regulate the pay of employés ought not to be 


restricted thus. Pass such a law and it wiil 


be followed by another fixing the minimum |

patch put ot a very ragged and disreputable 
garment for the purpose of giving it an air of 
respectability.

their salaries insured and who believe that 
they can loaf and shirk more safely under the 
board régime than any other. It is desirable 
to have a distinct civil service board to ex- 
amine applicants and try men against whom 
char ges are preferred, but the control of the 
force should be in the hands of one man ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, the chief executive of- 
ficer of the city, and not of the three men 
chosen as the result of bargainings and trad- 
ings between the judicial officers of the coun- 
ty. A Republican Legislature cannot afford 
to pass a. law which will impair the efficiency 
of the police force and injure the credit of the 
jadiciary. 


THE PAWNER®S’ ASSOCIATIONS BILL. 

There has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture a bill fur the formation of corporations 
whose business it shall be to make advances 
on goods and chattels--to carry on the pawn- 
broking business. When the sum loaned is 
less than $50 the permissible rate of interest 
is 2 per cent per month; when less than $100, 
1 per cent, and when over $100, 1 per cent. 
The present law permits pawnbrokers to 
charge 3 per cent a month, but that is not 
enough for them and they generaliy ask 10. 

These pawners’ corporations must have a 
capital of not less than 525, 000, and not over 
a million. Ot the directors, one is to be ap- 
pointed atinually by the Governor, and the 
other by the Mayor of the city in which the 
corporation does business. Each Board of 
Directors must choose a sworn appraiser, 
whose duty it is to value all pawns, The ad- 
vances made must not be for a term longer 
than a year, and the pawner has the right to 
redeem at any time. 

If the property pledged is not redeemed it 
must be sold at public auction for cash, the 
corporation being allowed to bid it in if it 
sees fit, and the net proceeds of the sale after 
all expenses are paid go to the pawnor. If at 
the end.of a year he has not appeared to claim 
hat is due him, 
other unclaimed surpluses must be paid over 
to one or more of the orphan asylums or other 
incorporated institutions for the care of vhil- 
dren in the county. 

There is no valid reason why persons who 
wish to make small loans at rates of interest 
lower than those charged now should not 
be allowed todosoif they see fit. If they 
want to devote some of their profits to the 
support of orphans instead of pocketing them 
all they should be commended. If they want 
to form a pawners’ association instead of 
going into business singly they should be per- 
mitted to do s. A corporation which loans 
is no more a public enemy than an individual 


permission is that the pawobroker business is 
not held in high esteem just now, and a man 
who might be willing to put 35.900 or 
$10,000 into one of these associations never 
would go personally into the pawnbroking 
business. 
Yet this bill has been defeated whenever 
offered. The opposition of the small money 
lenders who want et least 75 per cent a year 
has always killed it. Many of them have 
affected to scoff at this attempt to compete 
sith them, and have said that if these associa- 
tions did get to work they would be cheated, 
would be loaded down with worthless pledges, 
and would not beable to pay dividends on 
money invested, whereupon, say they, the 
backers will draw out their money and the 
business will fall back into the hands of the 
oid, experienced 120 per cent charging uncles. 
Nevertheless they have opposed this legisla- 
tion in thé’ past and have been successful in 
beating it. They may do so again, for they 
have influence with some of the members of 
the Legislature. But they ought not to suc- 
ceed, for the bill isan excellent one. It is 
not designed to enrich capitalists, for there 
will not de much profit. It is designed to 
liberate the needy poor from sharkish usurers. 


THE COMING BOND ISSUE. 

As might have been expected, the Senate 
Finance committee has declared its disap- 
proval of the proposition to issue 3 per cent 
bonds for the replenishment of the gold re- 
serve. Thesilver men on the committee, and 


they would not consent to a bond issue except 
for the purpose of meeting an acknowledged 
deficiency in the revenue, and that the Secre. 
tary of the Treasury is authority for the state- 
ment that no such deficiency exists, for which 
reason they do not recognize any need for a 
bond issue. They are credited with the inten- 
tion to put through a free silver bill at this 
session if anything be done with the financial! 
question, but do not expect that any action 
will be taken. It was stated that next week 
the silver men will insist on positive action 
for the purpose of showing where they stand, 
as if that were not too well known already. 

The bond issue is, however, resolved upon. 
The President has decided on that, but it yet 
seems to be in doubt whether or not the word 
„gold is to be placed upon the face of the 
bond, It is stated he has no doubt as to his 
having the legal right to make the bonds ape- 
cifically payable in gold coin,” but does 
not wish to antagonize the silver element too 
much. There is no occasion for ansiety on 
the latter point. President Cleveland has in- 
curred the bitter animosity of the silver men 
by resolving to issue bonds for the purpose of 
maintaining the gold reserve and the national 
credit, and the silver extremists cannot be 
madder with him than they are now. They 
have deliberately laid down the issue of free 
silver coinage, financial debasement, national 
dishonor, or a maintenance of the present 
standard and the use of as much silver for 
money asis consistent therewith. They are 
avowedly hostile to anything that does not 
concede the debasement they demand, and 
already they have put the President’s name 
on the list of their “enemies,” whom they 
propose to defeat if possible, and thea to pun- 
ish for having daréd to stand up in defense of 
common honesty in money matters, both do- 
mestie and foreign. 

The word coin was adopted for use on 
the bonds of the United States at a time when 
it meant gold and nothing else, and was 
so understood by every one. It might be re- 
tained now but for the pronounced demand 
of the free silver extremists that the word 
shali be used as a pitiful evasion of responsi- 
bility aud abandonment of self-respect. By 
insisting that the word coin shall be used 
in # sense never dreamed of at the time of its 
adoption these would-be repudiators have 
rendered it necessary to declare that no such 
evasion is contemplated and to give assurance 
of that by making an emphatic avowal of the 
determination to pay in gold coin, An avoid.

MONEY AND A MACHINE. 

It appears from the remarks of Mr. Pea- 
body, the Chairman of the Democratic Cen- 
tral committee, that the crying need of his 
party ig money. It may be able to get along 
without the aid of Democratic reformers like 
Mr. Forrest, who are trying to send Demo- 
cratic ballot-box stuffers to the penitentiary, 
but it cannot hope to win this spring it it does 
not have money. There must be a compact 
machine, says Mr. Peabody, and the wheels 
thereof must be well greased, or it will not 
move, 

It has been claimed by some enthusiastic 
Democrats that their party was going to adopt 
“municipal reform” as the watchword for 
the coming election, Mr, Peabody dispels 
that idea. He speaks sneeringly of “the fe- 
form habit” and laughs at those who dream 
dreams of an honestly and efficiently gov- 
erned city. The men who are trying to im- 
proye the civil service, to keep the police and 
other city employés out of politics, and to 
make the men on the city pay-roll from the 
Mayor down faithful in the discharge of their 
duties are notified that they are chasing a 
will of the wisp. The Democrats who went 
to Springfield yesterday to plead for civil 
service and municipal reform are asked to 
drop their nonsense and come back to their 
party. | . 

The Democratic party, according to Mr. 
Peabody, does not want reform. It wants 
cash. It had a great deal last fall, but it got 
beaten. Nevertheless Mr. Peabody clings to 
the belief that nothing but money will make 
the Democratic mare go. Some of the 
sources of revenue of the Democrats have 
dried up. The gaming-houses have not been 
running of late. It has not been deemed 
wise to assess city employés at a time when 
the Mayor is preaching reform. Funds are 
scarce, and hence this appeal to wealthy 
Democrats to come forward with their hun- 
dred-dollar subscriptions for the purpose of 
electing in April a Mayor who cun say I am 
a Democrat and not a civil service re- 
former.“ 

Mr. Peabody has a fine old-fashioned con- 
tempt for theorists and reformers and 
for people who want to improve existing 
methods. The world as it is is good enough 
for him as long as Democrats boss it and di- 
vide the offices among them, and he thinks 
they can get into power and do the bossing if 
they have a fine, well-organized machine with 
Hopkins at the head of it, if they can get a 
big fund, and if those Democrats who are now 
prosecyting election law offenders and calling 
for reform legislation will quit their fooling 
and work for municipal regeneration inside a 
party whose leaders call it an ‘iridescent 
dream.“ 


DAMAGES FOR THE SALE OF LIQUOR, 

A Chicago Representative introduced a bill 
day before yesterday providing that in suits 
for damages occasioned by the intoxication 
of any person the owner of the building in 
which the liquor is sold may be held jointly 
liable with the saloonkeeper. The author of 
this bill does not seem to be aware of the 
fact that there has been a law to that effect in 
force for the last twenty years. The statutes 
provide that— . 

Any person owning, renting, leasing, or permit- 

ting the occupation of any building or premises, 
and having knowledge that intoxicating liquors 
are to be sold therein, or who, having leased the 
same for other purposes, shall knowingly permit 
therein the sale of any intoxicating liauors that 
have caused, in whole or in part, the intoxication 
of any person, shall be liable, severally or jointly, 
with the person or persons selling or giving in- 
toxicating liquors aforesaid for all damages sus- 
tained and for exemplary damages. 
This is an excellent law, but the Judges set 
out by takmg the ground that it gave a right 
of action unknowm to the glorious common 
law; was highly penal and must be con- 
strued strictly. The law says a wife or child 
“injured in means of support in conse- 
quence of the intoxication, habitual or other- 
wise, of husband or father, has a right to 
bring suit. The courts have held that a per- 
sonis not entitied to sue “simply because 
the husband and father may become intoxi- 
cated and while in that condition loses time, 
aegiects his business, or becomes injured, or 
earns less money, or even loses it by neglect- 
ing his business. Wife or child must be in 
want, or in danger of being reduced to it, in 
order to sue, 

The courts have ruled steadily on the side of 
the saloonkeeper and the owner of the build- 
ing, and as @ consequence the virtue has been 
pretty well taken out of thelaw. If any 
member of the Legislature can draft and 
secure the passage of a bill which will free 
Supreme Court Judges from their belief that 
anything in the way of a legal remedy which 
did not originate prior to the fourth year of 
the reign of King James the First is to be 
looked at with grave suspicion the present 
law on the subject of the recovery of damages 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors will be of 
great value. Itis not necessary to change 
the law. That which should be done is to put 
an end to the idolatrous devotion of some 
Judges to what they call the common law. 


A LIBRARY LESSON, 

The Boston Public Library Building at last 
has been completed. The books are bemg 
rapidly transferred from tho old library to its 
shelves. The librarian has been appointed, 
An enormous amount of money has been 
spent upon it. Few buildings in the country 
have been decorated more lavishly and ele- 
gantly. The highest-priced artists have been 
subsidized to adorn it with their creations. 
Architecturally and pictorially the building 
apparently leaves nothing to be desired, and 
yet there is a feeling manifest in Boston, or 
something like a suspicion, that the beautiful 
building will not answer the purposes for 
which it was designed. 

The reasons for these apprehensions are not 
far to seek. ‘The location of the building is 
too far away from the masses of the people, 
Being an aristocratic building it has been 
placed on the Back Bay district, the aristo- 
cratic quarter of the city. The trustees are 
ali residents of that quarter and therefore 
presumably have little appreciation of the 
wants of the masses. The Boston Journal 
goes so far as to hint that the expensive ad- 
ministration of the central building can only 
be kept up by starving and squeezing the 
branch libraries upon which the people must 
depend. It gives us to understand also 
that instead of popularizing the library the 
trustees’ policy is having exactly the opposite 
effect, 

There are graver failures {than these. 
The people of Boston have a building, the 
outside of which is architecturally noble and 
the inside of which is artistically beautiful. 
The services of the best of artists have been 


utilized to make it pleasant to the eye and 


agreeable to the cultivated taste. Asa build - 
ing the people can have a commendable 
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gree of nit though they may not ap- 
prove the wanton waste of money. If they 
regard it from the library point of view they 
must still less approve this financial waste, 
for now it is stated that light, the one deside- 
ratum of every library, is wanting and that it 
is not well adapted for library purposes. The 
late Dr. Poole and nearly every other promi- 


‘nent librarian in the country pointed out 


these defects to the trustees when the designs 
were submitted to them and before the work 
of construction had begun, but no heed was 
paid to their expert knowledge. Perhaps the 
most unfortunate defect of ail is the fact that 
the tremendous outlay of money on the build- 
ing will leave-the library book poor for years 
to come. The Newberry Library in our own 

city has had an experience of this kind, on a 
small scale as compared with that in Boston, 
however, and for which Dr. Poole was in no 
wise responsible, for the foundation theory of 
his policy was that books and not the building 
make a library. The people of Boston prob- 
ably realize now how true Dr. Poole’s criti. 
cisms were, and are satisfied that if his sug- 
gestions had been followed they would have 
had a people’s library, which apparently they 
have not at present. 

There is 4 lesson in all this for Chicago, the 
city of libraries. Fortunately our new Pub- 
lic Library has none of the faults of that in 
Boston. It is sufficiently ornate and massive 
without interfering with its uses as a people’s 
librgry. There is no danger that it will not 
supply the wants of the people in all parts of 
the city. The Newberry Library is a reference 
library only. It is aniply endowed, and yet 
none of its departments is yet so complete 
as to meet the wants of scholars and inves- 
tigators. One or two of them, like the mu- 
sical and medical, are far superior to any 
others in the country, and yet they are a long 
ways from being what they should be for 
complete reference purposes. The purchas- 
ing of books substantially stopped some time 
ago. In all this there is a special lesson for 
the trustees of the John Crerar Library. It 
ies a warning to them that books make a 
library and not the building, which is simply 
the case to hold the books. There are suf- 
ficient good business-men among its trustees 
to see that the building is erected in correct 
business fashion and to guard against any 
useless waste of money. We believe also that 
there are sufficient trustees among them who 
havea knowledge of books and of the pur- 
peses of a library who will so administer 
their trust that the new library shall not be 
book poor,

She Sends the Government a Letter An- 
nouncing Her Abdication, but There Is 
Doubt Expressed as to Whether She 
Means IteSearching Parties Find Papers 
and Munitions of War, Which Give a 
Tendency to the Belief That More 
Trouble May Be Expected. 


Hool, Jan. 30.~Liliuokatani has ab- 
dicated in favor of the republic. This is by 
far the most important outcome of the late 
rebellion. The document is drawn up by A. 
S. Hartwell at the request of the ex-Queen. It 
was presented the 26th inst. to President 
Dole.

Republic of Hawaii is the only lawful govern- 
ment of Hawaii in the islands and that late 
Hawaiian monarchy is any and forever ended 
and no longer of any legal or actual validity, 
force, or effect whatsoever; and I do hereby for- 
ever absolve all persons whomsoever, whether in 
the Hawaiian Isiands or elsewhere, from all and 
every manaer of allegiance or official obligation 
heirs and successors for- 
ever, and 1 hereby declare tovall such persons in 
the Hawaiian Islands that I consider them as 
bound in duty and honor henceforth to support 
and sustain Government of Hawaii. 

She Makes a Piea. 


The Queen made a plea for Hawaiians and 
others who took part in the rebellion. She 
hopes executive clemency will be exercised in 
their cases. She expresses a desire to live in 
absolute privacy henceforth. The document 
includes a copy of the oath of allegiance taken 
by her and closes: 

I have caused the forego statement to be 
prepared and drawn and cel ae my name 
without having received the slightest suggestion 
from the President of Hawaii concerning the 
same or any part thereof, or concerning any ac- 
tion or course of my own in the premises. 

The Queen’s abdication was not unexpect- 
ed. In many quarters it is looked upon as 
a ruse to secure clemency when she appears 
before the military court now sitting. It is 
not geuerally considered that she is sincere 
in making protestation. Since last advices 
evidence of damaging character has been 
piled around her. She was arrested on a mil- 
itary warrant on the 16thinst. No protest 
was made when the papers were served on 
her and w.thout delay she was escorted to the 
executive building and confined in a room, 
where she now remains under guard. On 
the evening of the day of her arrest her 
house was searched and the result was the 
finding of the largest amount of arms and 
ammunition atone time since the present 
trouble began. The munitions of war con- 
sisted of thirty-four rifles, eleven pistols, sev- 
eral swords, a lar amount of cartridges, 
and twenty-one dynamite bombs. The dis. 
covery of this small arsenal caused a great 
deal of indignation among ail classes and 
proved conclusively that the Queen is in 
league with the rebels. 

following day the premises were 
searched again and a number of damaging 
— were found. They showed that li- 
uokalani was certain of restoration, as she 
even went so far as to have a new Cabinet 
made out. It was to be composed as follows: 

Robert W. Wilcox, Minister of Foreign Af 
fairs; Samuel Nowlein, Minister of the Inte- 
rior; Charles T. Gulick, Minister of Finance; 
C. W. Ashford, Attorney-General. As Asso- 
ciate Justices she named Antone Rosa and V. 
V. Ashford. W. H. Rickard was to be Mar- 
shal. Governors for different islands were 
selected, a new Constitution was prepared by 
Charles T. Gulick; in fact, everything was in 
readiness for restoration. Arrests for treason 
and conspiracy have been numerous. In all 
there are about 350 men under lock and key. 
This number includes the prisoners of war, 


Leaders Under Arrest. 


It is thought the government has under ar- 
rest nearly all who took part in the rebellion. 
The last of the leaders to surrender was Lot 
Lane. He is half white and was considered a 
dangerous adversary, He gave himself up 
the 17th, after wandering about the mount. 
ains for five days. The same day the first 
military court in the history of the Hawaiian 
Islands was convened, It was composed as 
foliows: Col. William A. Whiting, Lieut.- 
Col. J. H. Fisher, Capts. C. W. Zeigler, J. M. 
Camara Jr., J. W. Pratt, W. © Wilder Jr., 
Lieut. Jones, with Capt. William A. Kinney 
as Judge Advocate. Court was called and 
named by President Dole, who is of opinion 
that under the present circumstances better 
and quicker results will be obtained than if 
the matter was left to the civil courts. A 
large crowd was in attendance, among the 
auditors being United States Minister Willis 
aud British Commissioner Hawes. After de- 
liberation the court decided to allow the pris- 
oners counsel, and in most of the cases Paul 
Neumann was named. 

The following day Robert Wilcox, W. C. 
Lane, James ne, Samuel Nowleia, Carl 
Wideman, William Greig, Henry Bertellman, 
and Louis Marshall were arraigned on a 
charge of open rebellion. Wilcox, Bertell- 
man, and Nowlein, the three leaders, all 
pleaded guilty. The others refused to plead 
on the advice of counsel and the plea of not 
guilty was entered against their names, Paul 

eumann objected to the jurisdiction of the 
court, claiming that under the proclamation 
of martial law the general authority of the 
courts of the rege blic created by the Consti- 
tution continued and that they had sole au. 
thority to try 1 accused of offenses 
such as specified in the charges before the 
commission. The court overruled the objec. 
tion and the trial has since proceeded from 
day today. A great deal of important testi- 
mony was secured from Nowlein and Bertell- 
man, who have turned State’s evidence to save 
their necks, 

Carter’s Murderer Found. 


The murderer of Charles L. Carter has 
been found. He is a half-white carpenter 
named Thomas Poole. He admitted to a na- 
tive rebel that he did the shooting. Wilcox 
took the stand and told his story in a straight- 
forward manner. He claimed that he knew 
nothing of the threatened outbreak until one 
week Lefore it commenced, He said that 
there were more than 300 men at Diamond 
Head Sunday evening when the first shot of 
the rebellion was fired. The trial of the lead- 
ers was concluded on the 20th inst. The find- 
ing of the court has not been made public as 
yet.

On the police records they figure as 
Frohman, while in railroad swindles they 
seem to like the name of Freeman. The lit-

Frauds Regin in Chicago. 
The Chicago end of the fraud began Christ- 


mas eve, when Mrs. Freeman visited the 
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office of General Superintendent Charles Dun- 
lap of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railway and told him her daughter had been 
seriously injured on a Rock Island train five 
days before. The story told then by Mrs. 
Freeman was reduced to writing and was sub- 
stantially as follows: 

„Dec. 19, 1894, I and my two daughters, 
Fannie and Jennie, went to the Rock Island 
depot. We took the 4:45 o’clock train for 
Englewood. We entered car No. 218, which 
was the third from the engine. The car was 
pretty erowded and we did not readily find 
seats. Just as Fannie was about to sit down 
the train gave a lurch, Fannie slipped on a 
piece of old banana peel, and fell back against 
the seat. A man, a stranger, helped her up. 
In fallmg. Fannie bumped her back, but she 
did not complain, and I did not suppose she 
was hurt. The trainmen were not toid of the 
accident and no doctor was needed then. 
That night Fannie complained of pain and 
numbness in the back. The next morning 
she could hardly move. Since then she has 
become completely heipless from the waist 
down. She is entirely without sensation be- 
low the waist and I.think she is paralyzed.”’ 

This statement was, of course, the basis for 
a gentle hint that a monetary consideration 
from the ratlroad company would probably 
stave off a suit for damages. Tho case was 

turned over to Chief Adjuster Henry A. Smith, 
‘and he with his assistant, Stuart C. Wade, be- 
gan an investigation. - . 

Conductor. Fenimore, it was found, was in 
charge of that particular train Dec. 19. He 
remembered no accident. 
Mrs. Freeman deciared she bought three 
tckets for Englewood at the Rock Island 
depot. Nearly all the Rock Island’s subur- 
banites carry commutation tickets and casual 
travelers to Englewood are not numerous. It 
was found that Dec. 19 only one such ticket 
was sold. This was used on the train named 
by the Freemans, and was taken up and 
punched by Conductor Fenimore. 

it was now reasonably sure that a fraud was 
being attempted, as it was certain only one, 
if any, of the Freeman family was on the 
train. 

Examined by a Doctor. 

Then Dr. N. N. Hurst was asked to go to 
Nad 668 West Twelfth street and examine the 
injuries of Fannie Freeman. Dr. Hurst made 
both the call and the examination, but his re- 
port showed that he suspected fraud. Ad-

Fannie Freeman has double vision. One object 
rs see as two at times, a her vision is 
blurred. She has bhotobia, or dread of light; is 
unable to move her limbs in bed, Examination 
shows scrapes along the spine. Tenderness to 

ressure and percussion over the lumbar 
dorsal vertebre, Can't stand. walk, or sit unless 
completely supported. and then can on!y be beld 
in the half sitting and half reclining position, all 
the time evidencing great agony. Reaction of 

upils normal, Tongue clean, pulse 90 at the 
beginning of examination and 80 at the end. Ap- 
parent anesthesia of the lower limbs. When I 
stuck pins into her legs and feet and touched 
them with my hands she declared she could not 
feel any sensation, and I couldn't surprise her 
into painful expression. Her feet felt cold to 
me; knee-jerk normal. It was evidently painful 
for her to be moved, either to be got up or to be 
turned from her back to her side in bed. She 
sees no gain or improvement in her condition, 
and thinks at times she is going to die. 

One Cheap tpjury. 


Before a month had passed, or May 16, 
1894, Jennie Freeman, then living at No. 75 
Dover street, Boston, experienced another 
banana 1“ accident at the Prospect Hill 
station of the Boston and Maine railroad 
gompany in attempting to alight from a car. 
This was a cheap injury: it only netted $125. 

The first miscarriage in this marvelous 
story of injuries also happened in Boston, in 
September, 1894, Fannie Belden, alias Fan- 
nie Freeman, brought claim against the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad com- 
pany. at Boston, for the same old banana 
peel story and wanted heavy damages. Un- 
fortunately Dr. Hubbard—who had made the 
previous examination of the same interesting. 
young woman under the name of Freeman— 
was the medical adviser.of this railroad com- 

ny also. The recognition was not mutual. 
The doctor acted bis part well; he found the 
same old symptoms from the same banana 
peel detailed with terrible exactitude and 
notified the, stricken mother to attend next 
day at the depot of the railroad company for 
the purpose of settiement. There she was 
told the story of her previous frauds and re- 
ceived the wholsome advice that the climate 
of Boston would be unsuited henceforth to 
her and her daughter. 

Having used up all the street car lines and 
railroads Wade tried u few police stations for 
achange. Here, too, he found the Freemans 
were known. Under the name of Jennie 
Frohman Jennie Freeman was arrested at 
the Polish Café in the World’s Fair grounds 
ou a charge of larceny. A certain doctor 
bailed her out and the young woman jumped 
her bonds. The record of the ultimate dis- 
posal of the case is shown by the books. 

Mrs. Freeman and her two danghters, Fan- 
nie and Jennie, were known to Inspector 
Shea’s men as expert shop-lifters. Even the 
little children got into trouble at Mandel’s 
store for stealing umbreilas. The portrait of 
Fannie Freeman was shown to several Cen- 
tral Station detectives. They declared the 
woman had been arrested several times and 
was known to the department. 

How the Hole Is Made. 

The hole in the floor through which the ac- 
tions of the suppesed paralytic were watched 
was successfully made by an accident which 
for a time seemed to have spoiled the game. 

After renting the flat above the Freemans 
the detectives made ail their calculations as

distances and location, and then they com- 
meneed to cut the hole in the floor. The car- 
pet was cut to make a flap which could be 
rolled back when the watcher wanted to get 
to work. 

Then the detectives cut up the boards. 
Night after night they worked, and at last 
their task was done. They hada small hole 
through which they could see, though dimly. 

But the man who was suppoted to be the 
tenant changed the diagram of the peeping, 
place. One day, not knowing just what was 
going on in his front rooms, but still with a 
dim idea that there was a hole cut in the floor 
somewhere, he wandered into the room. Tip- 
toeing around, so asto besure hedid not 
make a mistake, he did the very thing he was 
gnarding against—he pushed one foot clear 
through the laths witha crash and plaster 
and his leg protruded through the ceiling of 
the Freeman flat. Thedetectives, of course, 
believed the game was all up. The man who 
had done the damage was almost wild with 
consternation and in the flat below the “ pa- 
ralytic’’ and her mother wondered why a 
man's foot and leg had been stuck through 
the ceiling. Finaliy, the mother went on a 
tour of investigation. She went upstairs 
and demanded an The 
detectives told her a wonderful tale 
of a rat hunt which involved the 
ripping up the boards of the floor to drive the 
vermin out. One of the boarders; the woman 
was told, had gone into the room where the 
hole was and, pot knowmg anything about 
the rat hunt, bad accidently siipped his foot 
through the hole. The old woman was satis- 
fied. The accident was providential. 

Bigger Hole for Them. 


Instead of having to r through an un- 
certain series of small chinks, the witnesses 
to the ax. ties of a * paralytic” were given a 
big aperture fully a foot wide and ten inches 
long. By means of this hole a watcher had 
every corner of the invalid's“ room in view 
and besides was able to keep an eye on 
each door of the apartment. The hole was 
almost directly over the corner of the foot of 
the girl’s bed and the expression of her face 
as she lay back while paralyzed” often gave 
the watcher the impression she was looking 
straight into his eyes. In fact she was often, 
but she didn’t know it. 

The revelations of the peep-hole are inter- 
esting. Last Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
a man. a detective employed by 
the railroad to look through the hole, lifted 
the flap of carpet and gazed upon the scene 
below. In bed was the “ paralyzed ”’ gir!l, 
looking helpless, pale, and weak. In front of 
the base-burner stove sat the mother. Lean- 
ing over the foot of the bed was a good-sized 
girl, while playmg about the room were two 
smaller girls and a boy. Near the stove sat 
a mau who was talking to the mother, who 
addressed him as“ Mr. Seymour.“ He joked 
with the “ invalid for a time about goi 
fora steigh ride. Small talk followed — 
the man left.

Middleton and 
Hurst, with Chief Adjuster Smith, should go 
unexpectedly tc the Freeman flat and make 
another examination of Fanny Freeman. The 
time was set for 10:30 o’clock. Here is what 
showed through the peep-hole: 

At 10:25 o’clock Fanny was sitting on a 
chair before the stove. At 10:30 o'clock 
there was a knock at the door und the para- 
lytic nimbly jumped into bed. The doctors 
entered and were received by Jennie. In five 
minutes Mrs. Freeman entered and asked if 
the doctors wanted to make an examination. 
They said they did. Under pretense of rear- 
ranging tne bed Mrs. Freeman sent the doc- 
tors into the front room. The door was closed 
on them and a little girl put on guard, No 
sooner were things safe than the “ paralytic” 
jumped from the bed and sat on a chair. 
Jennie came in witha bucket of water into 
which the ‘‘ paralytic” put both feet. She 
then rinsed her hands and face in the water, 
dried herself on the bed clothes, and again 
became paralyzed. The doctors were then 
admitted. Dr. Middleton noticed the cold- 
ness of the girl’s feet and commeated on it: 

“Yes, doctor,” said the mother. They 
are always like that. I have had hot bottles 
to her feet all the time and I can’t get them 
warm.” 

The doctors tested the muscles of the feet 
and lege. Needles were shoved far into her 
flesh from feet to waist. and she never flinched 
antil the line of paralysis, so she called it, was 
reached. Dr. Middleton unexpectedly struck 
the knee anda well defined jerk resulted. Then 
the doctor raised one paralyzed leg in the 
air, and, to their astoaishment, it staid there. 

That,“ said Dr. Hurst, “is the strangest 
thing I ever saw.“ 

Mother Whips the Girl. 


Behind the doctors Jennie was shaking her 
head vigorously at the invalid, but she still 
kept the leg up. The other leg exhibited the 
same peculiarity. 

Does she never leave the bed? the doctor 
asked. 

„Never.“ replied the mother. Sus is per- 
fectly helpless. 

Probably the doctors showed their incred- 
ulity, for when they left Mrs. Freeman. burst 
into tears and declared Fanny had ruined 
avery ae by leaving that leg sticking up in 
the air. rs. Freeman gave an exhibition of 
how a paralyzed leg should act, but Fanny 
said she did the best she knew how. Mutual 
recriminations followed and the mother, 
finally losing her temper, grabbed Fanny by 
the hair, dragged the poor “* paralyzed ”’ thing 
out of bed and pounded her vigorously. Fanny 
walked back to the bed and did her own cry-

OHARITABLE WORK OF GERMANS. 


Fortieth Annual Report of the Aid Rea 
dered in a Year Is Presented. 

The fortieth annual report of the German 
Society of Chicago has just been issued by 
its President, Max Eberhardt. It shows that 
the society began 1894 with 973 members, 
lost by death and other causes 184, and re- 
ceived 61 new members, leaving a total 
present membership of 850. In consequence 
of the hard times the immigration was small 
and the labors of the society in that particular 
accordingly lessened. In the matter of find- 


ing employment for the destitute the society, 


in common with other organizations, met 
with considerable difficulty. Work was ob- 
tained, however, during the year for 1,620 
applicants, many of them through the agency 
of the Central Relief Association. During 
the year the relief department assisted 1,173 
families, with 3,345 children, and 571 single 
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considera-

IMPORTED ARTIOLE NO LONGER 
GOOD FOR RETAILERS, 


- 
Many of the Recent Failures in the Trade 


Due to Clinging te the Imported Cigar, 
While the Pulic Is Smoking the Amer- 
lean Made Goods<James IL. Archer 
Tells of Conditions of the Trade in 
Havana and in America—Good Cigars 
for a Nickel. 


Recent failures in Chieago of old and es- 
tablished cigar firms have led to much dis- 
cussion among cigar dealers and smokers as 
to cigars and the vigar bu«inesa and the pass- 
This 
bas been a hoodoo for either the whole- 
saler or retailer who has tried since the enact- 
ment of the McKinley bill to push it to the 
front. The retailer who flourished eight cr 
te@ years ago when there were no first-class 
cigars except imported ones and who hasn't 
been able to get over that belief has seen his 
business grow gradually less, until it ended in 
bankruptcy. 

There has been a revolution in the cigar 
business, both as to prices, quality, and 
method of putting goods on the market. The 
old-fashioned retailer and the jobber have 
been the losers, the latter because as good or 
better terms can be made direct with the 
manufacturer. 

Havana has felt severely the restricted de- 
mand from America. for imported cigars. 
James L. Archer of Deane Bros. & Lincoln 
returned this week from a business trip to 
Havana, In discussing the situation he said 
Havana was dead—not from the tobacco 
standpoint alone, but the decrease also in its 
sugar trade. 

The Havana Trade. 

„Speaking of cigars, he said, there has 
beon a great falling away in our trade with 
Havana. This country used te import be- 
tween 200,000,000 and 300,000,000 cigars 
annually, Last year we imported something 
less than 70,000.000, There are practically 
just as many cigars smoked in this country as 
there ever was, but they are made here of im- 
ported tobacco. We have gained in the man- 
ufactured product what Cuba has lost. While 
Havana manufacturers have lost heavily the 
leaf men have not so much to 2omplain of, 
for their loss of sales to home manufacturers 
has been made up by sales to American man- 
ufecturers, Of course there has been a big 
increase in the number of factories in this 
country. Old factories have also increased 
their output and Florida, New York, and Chi- 
cago manufacturers are domg a greatly en- 
larged business. 

The McKinley bill-placed a tariff of $4 a 
pound and 25 per cent ad valorem duty on im- 
ported cigars, while the duty on the raw leaf 
was 35 cents a pound and 10 per cent of such 
an invoice as may be wrappers. With the in- 
crease in the manufacture of Havana cigars 
in this country the demand has increased. 
Our own firm is selling 25 per cent more 
clear and seed Havana cigars than it did a 
few years ago. 

But it is not worth while to buy a cheap 
imported cigar. One that costs less than 20 
cents affords a poor smoke. The low-priced 
imported cigars we get here are the trash of 
Havana. Such cigars are smoked there by 
the help. 

Fads in Cigars. 


** The imported cigar is a fad. If it were 
not for the name and the stamps on 
boxes we would import 6,000,000 instead of 
70,000,000. Remove the stamps and usually 
the purchyser who wants an imported cigar 
couldn’t distinguish between it and the cigars 
manufactured here, and for the good reason 

there is no difference in quality. It is a 
difference in tax. 

In cleantiness Chicago manufactories of 
Havana cigars are pariors compared with 
factories in Havana. A few of the leading 
factories in this country turn out cigars 
which in the matter of workmanship are 
equal to those of Havana. But while we 
have the Cuban tobacco here and the work- 
manship, we haven't the fine aroma that at- 
zuches to a Havana cigar in Cuba. But the 
same cigar loses the delicacy of its flavor 
when brought to this country, The climate 
is different. 

Prices of cigars in Havana run as high 
as $1,000 a 1,000, but that is exceptional. 
They are put up for fancy profits. The 
ground doesn’t produce a tobacco that will 
warrant a cost of more than $400 a 1,000 to 
manufacture. Allowing 25 per cent profit 
the manufacturer selis his best brands at 
$500 a 1,000. Few of these cigars reach 
this country. Most of them are smoked by 
the nobility of Europe. By the time these 50. 
cent cigars would reach the American retail- 
er they would have cost him about 70 cents 
apiece, or $700 a thousand, The retailer’s 
profit must be added to this before the con- 
sumer gets the article. The nickel cigar in 
Havana is equal to the 10-cent imported 
cigar here, and they can get Carolina per- 
fectos for 15 cents. They cost from 25 to 30 
cents here, according to where they are 
bought. 

Nickel Cigars Are Good. 

But there has been a revolution in the 
price of cigarsin this country. A five-cent 
cigar is now as good asa 10-cent cigar of a 
few years ago. The quality has been im- 
proved and the price lowered. The cut has 
been in profits. Competition among factories 
has led to dealings in many instances direct 
with large retailers. Clubs, too, are enabled 
to trade with manufacturers. Another feat- 
ure which has probably contributed to the 
failure of old jobbing firms is the advent of 
the department store. Some of these houses 
buy from 50,000 to 100,000 cigars ata 
time. They have the ready money and thy 
make a bargain. Of course they buy cheap 
cigars. Occasionally they pick up odd lots of 
off-color cigars at less than the cost of manu- 
facture. Pennsylvania is a great producer of 
cheap cigars. Manufactuters come here to 
sell large lots, and before the deal is closed 
they will ask for advance money to pay for 
revenue stamps. This gives the department 
store buyer a chance to squeeze down the 


price. 

„Still another feature of the trade has been 
an effort to introduce special factory brand 
cigars. There are a number on the market 
now, but to make them go involves heavy ad- 
vertising. As much as $50,000a year has 
been spent on one of these brands. Some- 
body has to pay this, and it isn’t the manu- 
facturer or the retailer—it is the smoker. The 
cigar costs more and it isa’t as good as others. 
The individual and special brand cigar is in 
the same category as the imported cigar. In 
the first instance the smoker pays for adver- 
tising and in the second instance he pays for 
taxes.’

The present law prevents the trapping, not- 
ting, or snaring of quail, prairie chicken, or 
grouse at any time. This bill allows it in the in- 
terest of the market hunter and the game dealer. 

Our game must not be snared, trapped, or net- 
ted and. permitted to be sold on the Chicago 
market, nor our open season extended, and this 
bill must be killed as quickly and surely as its 
passage would kill all our game.

Arguments for the Appointment ofa Re-

Electricity and the Police, 

Carcaeo, Feb. 4—[ Editor of the Tribune. 
The distribution of the police force and their fa- 
cilities for apprehending violators of the law do 
not, as it seems to me, meet the requirements of 
agreat city like Chicago. A patrolman has a 
certain beat, embraci a certain number of 
blocks or a certain stretch of streets, and when- 
ever a burglary occurs, or there is a disturbance 
at a particular point, the officer in charge of that 
particular district is nowhere to be found. And 
this is not the fault of the officer, for as per his 
instruction he is required to meander over his 
district at the particular hour or moment, and 
consequently at the particular moment he is at 
some point remote from the scene of disturbance, 
and is therefore unavailable. In the meanwhile 
the thief, or burglar, or disturber of the peace is 
halfa mile aw 

This is no fault of the Chief of Police. or the 
Captain, or Sergeant, nor of the patrolman on that 
Wenders beat. The fauit is in the system. 

onders have been done by electricity to facil- 

itate the arrest of vriminals, but that science can 
yet be used to promote private protection to the 
people. My suggestion is each patrolman 
shall have a box arranged with electric signals, 
so that he can be called instantly. He will wafch 
his station very often, end when he is informed 
by a citizen just where to go, by some button or 
y personal cali, he can by touching another 
button notify the central station of his division 
and in five minutes every patrolmgu within half 
a mile of the disaster will be notified of the oc- 
currence.

Mixwzaroris, Minn., Feb, 6—[Special.]— 
Calm, impressive, and earnest, Claus A. Blixt 
sat in the witness chair throughout a 
Keen, sarcastic, searching, and pieromg, W 
W. Erwin sat in his seat by the table hurling 
questions at him with lightning-like rapidity. 
At times Mr. Erwin was kind even to conde- 
scension, at others stern, inflexible, and cruel. 
He plied his victim with questions, caught up 
the minutest detaile of expression, hurled the 
omissions and alterations in the smallest de- 
tails at the prisoner minute after minute and 
hour after hour, and when the smoke of con- 
flict cleared away, Mr. Erwin had not accom- 
plished much.

bell, Letourneau, McCloud, Morrison, Nie- 
haus, Higbee, Paisley, Salomon, Maboney, 
Ford, Barnes, and McKinlay. It the bill 
lives—and it certainly will—to have a bear- 
ing before the House a delegation of promi- 
nent Chicago women will go to the scene of 
action and storm the fort, as it were, with 
eloquent appeals. : 

Mrs. McCulloch's Statement. 

In answer to the double query: “ Do wom- 
en want to vote?” and “What of the town- 
ship suffrage bill?“ Mrs. McCulloch prepared 
for Tus Trisunve this written statement: 

It is folly longer to declare that the mass of 
women do not want to vote when somany of 
them make such great effort year after year to 
convince the legislators that they do want to 
vote. Where women have ever been given the 
franchise to any degree worth — they 
vote in as large numbers as do the men. It has 
been said that Illinois women did not vote in as 
large numbers as did the men during the last 
election, but how many men of the State. would 
have taken the trouble to go one day to register 
and another day to vote if they could have only 
voted for the Trustees of the State University, 
unsalaried officers, and in the estima the 
* the most insignificant in the State? 

hat so many women did go out and vote for 
only these shows a deep interest in the 
cause of education. The more officers for 
whom women can vote the greater number 
of women who will appear at the lot-box. 
As to the township suffrage bill —it was intro- 
dued by Senator Coon in the Illinois Senate Jan. 
29, 1895. It is the one which two years ago 
passed the Senate and would also have pases 
the House had it not been for the treachery of 
the committee which smothered the bill, The 
enemies of the measure at that time admitted 
that we had votes enough in the Lower House to 
carry the bill. So now we expect that the former 
work, with what we will do this year, will be 
sufficient to bring success. This bill grants 
women the right to vote and participate in town 
meetings and to vote for Supervisor, Town 
Clerk, Assessor. Collector, and Highness Com- 

issi These officers have the mostto do 
levying, collec . and expend- 
ing the local tax money. is money is 
used in caring for the poor of the town 
and county, building bridges, caring for the 
county jail and its inmates, for the county farm, 
keeping up the roads, and oponing new roads. In 
all these subjects women are as much interested 
as men, and as long as the money is contributed 
by women to help carry on these projects women 
should be represented at the ballot box when 
these officials are elected. It would be inconsis- 
tent to apeiees the good sense of our forefathers 
who shed their b! in defense of the principle 
that ‘taxation without representation 1 tyran- 
ny” if we do not today live up to this doctrine 
when it comes to women paying taxes. That is 
the reason of the bill.

Favorabie Report Expected, 
Many of the old friends of this measure have
